1 as one 
example. Multi-spot excitation lights 11 M coming from a microlens an-ay 14, pass 
through objective lens 16 to impinge upon DNA chip 2. Accordingly, it is respectfully 
submitted that Claim 1, line 8 is con-ect as written.
